Dr. Rastall, Expert, Estimates 
1,000,000 Population in 25 
Mile Radius of City Heart 


San Francisco.—A population for 
Sean Francisco of about 100,000 more 
than the United States Census Bu- 
reau allowed is a fair and conserva- 
tive estimate, according to Dr. B. M. 
Rastall, the Eastern expert who con- 
ducted the industrial survey last year 
for the Chamber of Commerce. 

The eminent authority went a step 
further and said that viewed from 
every business standpoint, San Fran- 
cisco’s metropolitan greatness exceeds 
that of any two other cities on the 
Pacific Coast. 

He estimates the population of the 
San Francisco direct delivery  dis- 
trict, within a radius of 25 miles of 
the business heart of the city, at 
1,000,000. That number, he says, re- 
side within the land area of about 
300 square miles, which is roughly 
the size of the incorporated city of 
Los Angeles. : 

There is no doubt of the commer- 
cial supremacy of San Francisco on 
the Cosat, Dr. Rastall says, and he 
adds that his survey has shown that 
wealth and business for the whole 
slope is predominantly centered here. 

Dr. Rastall has just returned from 
the East to give out the results of 
his survey. 

On the question of population and 
business leadership, Dr. Rastall said: 

Considered in the metropolitan 
sense. which. of course, is the only 
legical way to-measure a city’s tnued- 
ness, San Francisco is very much the 
largest city on the Pacific Coast. It 
is overwhelmingly larger than Los 
Angeles in the proportion of wealth. 

The financial institutions are a 
pretty good gauge of a community's 
business strength, and in this respect 
San Francisco is bigger than the next 
two cities of the Coast combined. 

The manufaeturing development 
here is so far ahead of that of any 
other city on the coast that it is 
a further proof that San Francisco 
has no real rival. 

The population of 463,516 given San 
Francisco by the Census Bureau for 
1916 does not mean a thing. The 
census people themselves would not 
hesitate to admit that it is wrong. 
In general, the census figures are the 
most accurate obtainable, but that 
does not apply here. 

In making my survey, I took the 
census figures and the estimates of 
the telephone company, the School 
Board and the Board of Health, and 
worked out an average which gave 
me 660,000. That, I feel confident, 
is a fair figure, and one that is 
thoroughly conservative.

Berlin.—Braiia, «a fortified bridge-

Kar more important than the fall 
of Braila, long since regarded as in- 
evitable, is the resulting menace to 
Galatz, the left pivotal point of the 
fortified Sereth line. The Berlin war 
office states that the invaders are 
advancing toward thts city, which 
lies ten miles north of Braila. 

The fall of Galatz would spell in- 
calculable disaster to the whole 
southern line of the Russians, since it 
would outflank the entire Sereth po- 
sitions with their formidable Trojan 
walls and the more modern fortifi- 
cations. It would ‘open the way to 
Bessarabia and Odessa, 160 miles 
away. Fourteen hundred prisoners 
were “bagged” in the Braila area. 

Meanwhile the Teutons smashed 
forward also in the center and on 
the left. 

Four important towns were cap- 
tured during the last 36 hours in 
addition to Braila, and in the moun- 
tain region between the Transsylva- 
nian Alpine ridges and the Carpa- 
thians a series of heights fell into 
Teuton hands. | 

Focsami, the right pillar of the 
fortified Sereth line, is the object 
of three armies. steadily driving 
abead—von Gerok’s from the north- 
west; hrafft) von Delmensingen's | 
from the southwest, and the Ninth | 
army under Falkenhayn, from the} 
south. The capture of a number of| 
strategical heights by Gerok north- 
east of Odobesti brought the attack- 
ers close enough to Foscami to train 
their heavy guns upon it. Teuton 
infantry has at its disposal a trunk 
railway trom Odobesti, 10 miles 
away, to advance for a storming at- 
tack when the fortifications have 
sufficiently crumbled. Gerok’s army:

ers, Berlin reports. 

In* the center half way between 
Focsami and Galatz, two ‘cities were 
captured, Slobozia and Rotesti. Slo- 
bozia lies 154% miles southeast of 
Focsami and only six miles south 
of the Sereth. 

In the Braila area, west of the 
Danube, the towns of Gurgueti and 
Romanul were captured. 

Austro-German troops have taken 
an island jn the Dvina river north of 
Dvinsk, from the Russians. Attacks 
by the Russians, Berlin states, in at- 
tempts to regain the island, were re- 
pulshed with heavy losses. 

ATTA€®K ON ALLIES 
BY GREEKS FKEARED 

London.—News__ dispatches from 
Athens depict the situation there as 
threatening for the entente and as- 
sert that power is passing into the 
hands of the reservists, who are ex- 
pected to break out again as on De- 
cember 1, The “Morning Post’s"’ cor- 
respondent, under date of January 3, 
claims that the position in the Greek 
capital then was such as to indicate 
that the Athens government ts medi- 
tating some desperate stroke. 

The reservists are being secretly 
enrolled and notified to hold them- 
selves in readiness to join specified 
regiments at an hour’s notice, while 
measures regarding artillery and mu- 
nitions are being extensively taken. 


PRAISE FOR THE ARMY 
BY GENERAL NIVELLE 

Limoges, France.—'‘‘La France Mili- 
taire’ January 5 publishes the fol- 
lowing general order to the troops, 
issued by General Nivelle: 

“At a time when another year of 
war is ending you can be proud of 
;the work accomplished. At Verdun 
you broke the most powerful blow 
Germany ever struck against any of 
|her adversaries. On the Somme, emu- 
{lating the courage of our British al- 
| lies, during a long series of attacks 
you have given proof of a_ tactical 
superiority which will continue to im- 
prove. Never has our army ‘been bet- 
ter trained or more brave or pos- 
sessed of more powerful means. 

“It is under these brilliant auspices 
that the work of 1917 begins. You 
will make it a year of victory. In 
this absolute confidence I send you 
all, officers and soldiers, my most 
affectionate wishes for the New 
Year.” 


BRITISH DECLARED TO BE 
WEAKENING ON SALONIKI 
Berlin.—Information reaching here 
from reliable sources in London is to 
the effect that Great Britain views 
with growing pessimism the ill- 
starred Saloniki venture and that 
the public already is inquiring 
whether it will prove a second Gal- 
lipoli. 
General Sarrail is roundly de 
nounced and the question is freely 
propounded how 200,000 Bulgarians 
could hold off a half million entente 
troops. Some crities urge that this 
entente army would be of better use 
in the west and that the ships now 
used for transport and supply for 
the Saloniki expedition could then 
be used to beffefit the entente na- 
tions now admittedly suffering from 
a lack of tonnage. 
The “Daily Mail” inquires whether 
the time is not ripe for Lloyd George 
to ‘“‘make good Asquith’s error.” 


BRITISH STORM LINES 

OF ENEMY IN AFRICA 
London.—The_ following official 
communication was issued by the 
War Office January 4: 

“In East Africa our forces in the 
vicinity of Kissaki, south of the Ulu- 
guru hills, assumed the offensive on 
New Year’s day. They stormed the 
enemy’s strongly entrenched lines in 
the Mgeta valley, inflicting heavy cas- 
ualties and capturing several guns 


and howitzers. Pursuing the enemy, 
we approached on January 3 the Tio- 
gowali river, eleven miles northwest 
of Kibambawe.” 


RUSSIA IS BLOCKED 
FROM CONSTANTINOPLE. 
Berlin.—The larger part of the 
forces of the Central Powers which 
have been fighting in the Dobrudja 


now are free for other employment 
and any Russian plan to reach Con- 
stantinople by going through the Dob- 
rudja can be considered to have 
failed, writes the military critic of 
the Overseas News Agency.

{) USED AT PASADENA 


Thousands of Blooms Bought 
Here in Order to Stage Annual 
Carnival in the South 


San Francisco.—Pasadena came to 
San Francisco for roses wherewith 
to stage its annual New Year's Day 
Tournament of Roses. The killing 
frosts of a Southern California win- 
ter proved too much for the tender 
blossoms, and the Pasadenans faced 
the necessity of buying roses here or 
calling off their festival. 

The secret was exposed January 5 
when a local nurseryman admitted 
that his stock had been about wiped 
out by orders from the “Sunny 
South.” 

No more is Southern California en- 
titled to call itself the home of the 
rose. Hereafter, when reference is 
made to the “land of sunshine and 
flowers,” it can be taken as meaning 
San Francisco and suburbs. 

Thousands of dozens of flowers 
from nurseries in this vicinity were 
shipped south to save the day. Or- 
ders far in excess of the supply were 
telegraphed, and the frantic Pasaden- 
ans paid all sorts of fancy prices for 
flowcrs to save their reputation. One 
nurseryman alone shipped more than 
2000 dozen roses of all kinds at a 
price near $1 a dozen. Ten times the 
quantity would have been taken if 
the supply had been available. 

Another narsery, McRory & Mec 
Laren’s, shipped to Pasadena large 
quantities of begonias, cyclamen, 
jorchids. azaleas and promulas 

Of-course the patriotic citizens of 
Pasadena usually furnish the blos- 
soms for their annual New Year’s fes- 
tival free, and it must have been a 
serious matter to them to pay San 
Francisco a sum totaling many thou- 
sands of dollars to stage their show. 

According to E. W. McLellan of 
Burlingame, owner of one of the larg- 
est nurseries in this vicinity, San 
Irrancisco has completely eliminated 
}Southern California in the flower 
market. 

“All of the best flowers sold in Los 
Angeles and other cities of the south 
are grown here,” said McLellan. “As 
a matter of fact, San Francisco sup- 
plies the flower market of every large 
city in America west of Detroit, a 
fact not generally known. Local 
growers frequently ship carload lots 
of flowers to Chicago for that and 
neighboring markets.

Emergence of Arabia as a 
Separate Nation Is Climax 


The sudden emergence of Arabia as 
a’ separate unit in the great war {is a 
‘ontinuntion of a series of revolts 
,against Turkish control since 1818, 
When it was annexed by that nation 
for the second time in its uneusy his- 
tory. From 1882 to 1908 there have 
‘been eight revolts. Its happiest days 
lwere those of the pre-Islamic period 
during which it was powerful enough 
to defent the Romans in 24 B. C., and 
to resist all other foreign invasion un- 
1 522 A. D., when Tt was conquered by 
the Abyssinians. 

Mecca was compared by Burton to 
Bath, but has been likened by other 
writers to “Florence without beauty.” 
It has had a full share of flood, fire 
and sword, but is said never to have 
suffered from any serious epidemic. 
This seems the more remarkable be- 
cause the city lies at the lowest level 
of a valley which must be a cesspool, 
and the sewage, having no outlet, per- 
colates into the wells. The immunity, 
ascribed by Mohammeduns to miracu- 
lous interposition of providence on be- 
half of “Mecca the Inviolable,” is due 
to the dry climate, the fact that most 
of the Inhabitants have the flue physi- 
cal vigor needed for a long journey, 
and the absence of destitution. The 
thousands seen begging are “Beggars 
at a fair,” reaping the harvest of 
wealth brought by pilgrims.—London 
Chronicle.

As to the purification of running 
Streams, a swift flow over stones has 
always been considéred an advantage. 
Some professional-campers even go so 
far as to state exactly the number of 
stones needed to purify the stream. A 
delusion. The principal purifying 
agents are sunlight, sedimentation, and 
the action of certaln minute organ- 
isms, 

The safest and best method of op- 
eration for automobilists or trampers 
in strange country is to carry jugs of 
drinking water, ignoring wayside 
streams, no matter how tempting they 
may look.
